Education in the Army in wartime 
t Home is arousing considerable 
publle Interest; and the Hongkong 
public will be interested in what 1s 


being done in the way of education | 


jn wartime in the Army in this 
Colony. : 


Over 2,000 applications have been 
received from soldiers tn Hongkong 
fo attend classes under the Wartime 
Education Scheme, started three 
months ago. The scheme is purely 
voluntary, und the classes are held 
during the soldicr’s recreation periods 
—mainly from’ 6 to 8.in.the evening. 


The Army Authoritles have at- 


‘tempted to provide for all needs, 


varying from psychology to boot- 
making. To meet. various demands 
the assistance ofthe Hongkong Gov~ 
ernment Education services has been 
sought and freely glven. In addition, 
the co-operation of a number of 
Yeading firms in the Colony has 
proved of great value.’ 


So far as possible the Instructors 
have been found within the Army, 
but’ so popular are some of the 
courses, particularly in certain Inngu- 
ages, wireless telegraphy and com- 
mercial subjects, that classes have 
had to.be duplicated and additlonal 
teachers from the clvil ranks (in- 
cluding several ladics) have come in 
to help. soe 


There are rnore than 40 courses 
dealing with 30 different subjects, 
and 77'separate classes ore held cach 
week, Many students are having to 
wait their turn, but at present there 
are more'than 500° men receiving 
Instruction. : 

The following -are ‘some of the 
courses:—-Motor Mechanics, Driving 
and Car Malntenance, Oxy-acetylene 
and Electric Welding, Boot-making, 
Book-keeping and Accountancy, 
Electrical Engineering, Shorthand, 
Wireless Telegraphy, Pharmacy, 
Commercial Art, French, German, 
Spanish, Cantonese, Mathematics 
and Psychology. 

The scheme is expanding, and 
when the cool weather comes an in- 
crease in the number of students 
may be expected. In the hot wea- 
ther and after a hard day's worl it 
requires much enthusiasm to settle 
down to books—but the enthusiasm 
Is there.

Credit Freezing Makes Economic 
Situation Of Shai More Acute 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 


By ROBERT P. MARTIN

2 (UP).—Four years of war 


have placed Shang- 


hai in an abnormal economic situation, which the freezing of Chinese and 
Japanese credits and continuance of the war apparently will make in- 


creasingly acute. 


Trade between Shanghai and the hinterland is 
more difficult than trade between many foreign countries 
because military demarcation lines form a formidable 


barrier. 


Japanese import commodity: controls .in the 


past year, combined with the increased circulation of 
military yen and new Nanking dollars, have further dis- 


“There are millions of idle 
dollars in Shanghai, but inves- 
tors «are extremely reluctant 
although in Japanese-occupied 
areas outside foreign conces- 
sions andin the Nanking- 
administered Greater Shanghai 
municipality there are hundreds 
of factories still in ruins which 
could be repaired and operated. 

The war cut a new Hne of demar- 
cation right through the International 
Settlement. The tndustriay impor- 
tant enstern district of the settlement 
Js now Japanese-occupied and for- 
cigners' rights there are curtailed. 

Hongkew and Yangtzepoo have 
International Settlement police and 
they pay taxes. to-the Shanghai 
municipality, but in most respects 
they’ are Japunese-controlled areas, 
In the eastern district of the settle- 
ment, the Jupanese control and mun- 
age a number of expropriated private 
Chinese industries nnd continue to 
run their own public utility enter- 
prises in spite of franchises possessed 
by foreign cempantes. : 

Health Declines 

As o result of the above-mentioned 
restrictions, the settlement and the 
French concession are now in an 
artificially isolated position, although 
foreigners there have enjoyed greater 
security of life and property’ than 
elsewhere. However, there Is an 
enormous congestion In population, 
resulting In the decline of public 
health, -incrense in  criminallty and 
mushtoom growth of new small-scale 
industrles. : ; : 

The grentest effect of war on 
Shanghat was the change ih the dircc- 
tlon of Shanghai's trade. Shanghal 
hns now become: virtually completcly 
dependent-on commercial Intercourse 
with forelgn countries whereas pre- 
viously it had depgnded on ~n- con- 
tinuous, and ample” supply from the 
interior of cheap food, cotton and 
other raw materials, including coal. 
War devastation, curtailed produc- 
tion,'and Japanese diversion _ have

Another 
reason was that Shanghai provided a 
convenient trade outlet and a theatre 
for “squeeze” and currency manipu- 
lations. If Anglo-American. {reezing 
orders climinnte these advantages, 
the Japanese may move in unless 
they are prevented by threats of 
Anglo-American retalfation. 


Anglo-American. freezing orders 
ended at a single blow Shanghal’s 
privileged position as a free interna- 
tlonal exchange market based on the 
free convertibility of Anglo-Saxon, 
currencies ngainst’ Chinese dollars. 
Japanese and Jnpanese-sponsored 
currencies have all been inconverti- 
ble for a long time except into Chi- 
nese dollars. 
| The American. freezing regulations 
had been anticipated here for months.
